spice next election

ored by Monday’s election? 
piseins by the 25-per-cent 
voter turnout, you were. Given 
a menu of cookie-cutter candi- 
dates who mouthed the same list- 
less pledges made by cub scouts 
(“I promise to do my best, to do 
my duty .. .”), it’s easy to under- 
stand why election 98 was under- 
whelming. 

But Ralph’s Team could change 
that by providing a huge issue for 
Edmonton’s voters before 2001. 
They call it amalgamation, which 
is government-speak for a hostile 
takeover. The shotgun marriages 
would include St. Albert and 
Strathcona County (known every- 
where else except on government 
road maps as Sherwood Park). 

Ralph is cut from a different 
weave of polyester than Ontario 
Premier Mike Harris, who imposed 
a new mega-city in Hogtown. 
Instead, Ralph floats ideas in the 
public to provoke a reaction and 
either cautiously moves ahead or 
beats a hasty retreat. It’s sort of 
like driving drunk. You might not 
be in complese control, but one 
fo always on the brake for 
‘SU aden stops and reversals. 

With the sticky subject of annex- 
ation, Ralph is using veiled lang- 
uage and political decoys expertly. 

The first trial balloon was a 
study released earlier this year by 
Jim Lightbody, a University of 
Alberta political science professor 
and annexation advocate. Light- 
body’s report stated the obvious — 
the metropolitan area is overgov- 
erned, with enough aldermen, 
councillors, reeves and mayors to 
fully furnish a UN conference. 

Some Edmonton politicians, 
especially Robert Noce, turned 
beet red and stomped their feet. 

Bu. really, there aren't two more 
attractive takeover targets than St. 
ibert and Sherwood Park. St. 
ert's massive mansions would 


















property’s market value. And 
Edmonton has always lusted after 
Sherwood Park’s smokestacks on 
Refinery Row, which pump out 
ugly fumes, possible carcinogens 
and big bucks in property taxes. 

The second prong was a sermon 
on co-operation given to the 20 
odd metro communities accompa- 
nied by an “or else.” Local politi- 
cians know Ralph's track record in 
forcing mergers in other areas and 
no squabbling was heard when the 
region received an extra $10 mil- 
lion in lottery funds from the 
provincial government. 

But in his heart, Ralph knows it 
isn’t enough to be “good neigh- 
bors.” He sees obvious fat to cut. 
For example, there are three dif- 
ferent transit systems operating in 
the region. That's three different 
managers overseeing three bureau- 
cracies. And these types of small 
fiefdoms must chafe Ralph worse 
than sandpaper underwear. This 
is, after all, Ralph the Impaler, 
looter of hospital boards, scourge 
of school board trustees. The pre- 
mier enjoys little revenges, such as 
cutting grants to municipalities to 
starve them into.submission. 

Ralph still has to grease some 
wheels. Municipal Affairs Minister 
Iris Evans is the former reeve of 
Strathcona County and knows any 
annexation attempt would leave 
her as a one-term MLA, Fortunate- 
ly, she’s due for a promotion in the 
next cabinet shuffle, leaving some- 
body less vulnerable as Ralph's 
hatchet man. 

It isn’t a conspiracy to strip peo- 
ple of their rights, with annexation 
apologists lurking behind a grassy 
knoll as is the fear of most subur- 
ban chauvinists living in their well- 
manicured Legolands. It is Ralph 
acting on his conservative instincts 
to cull the weak from the herd to 
save a little money.

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CKUA to eleet directors

s it heads into an important on-air fund-raising campaign, CKUA 
fle is undergoing big changes in the way it is governed. After a 
board meeting Wednesday, it was expected a new set of bylaws 
would be approved and rules requiring the election of at least some of 
the station’s 20 directors would be approved. 

And the move appears to have calmed angry supporters. Upset by 
financial difficulties, layoffs, and angered by delays in establishing proce- 
dures for board elections, some supporters considered withholding 
financial contributions. 

When financial problems forced a government-appointed board to pull 
CKUA off the air in March of 1997, listeners demanded a revived station 
be run by elected directors. Sources close to the station suggest CKUA's 
board was forced to meet those demands when faced with the possibility 
of a revolt among some financial and political supporters. 

Tempers flared in August when general manager Ken Davis admitted 
he misread financial statements and had to lay off six employees in order 
to avoid a $200,000 budget deficit. 

David Gibson, president of the Friends of CKUA and an outspoken 
critic of Davis's layoffs, says the CKUA board was never at risk of a 
revolt from the Friends. The Friends would have “voiced concerns” 
about policy development, but “would never have asked our membership 
to hold back its support,” Gibson said. 

Both Gibson and board chairman Bud Steen agree different people 
place a different degree of importance on electing board members. 

“There had been individuals who expressed concern about the appar- 
ent lack of attention to the bylaw issue,” Steen admitted. 

“It is my view that the vast majority of listeners are concerned about 
only one thing: what do they hear when they turn their radio on?” 

Gibson suggests emotions that fuelled calls for elections have calmed 
since the battle to get CKUA back on the air was waged. 

“The crisis we went through drew a lot of people out and engaged 
them in a worthy effort to get CKUA on the air and some people want to 
continue that level of engagement,” he said. “Others are content to turn 
on the radio, make a donation and feel happy.” 

The Friends group now finds itself in a position where a degree of 
soul-searching is required. The provincewide group holds its annual gen- 
eral meeting at Bonnie Doon Hall Saturday evening and Gibson says the 
group’s very existence may come into question. 

“One question we will be faced with is if the foundation (the CKUA 
board) does open up to broader, more inclusive membership, then is 
there a need for two organizations for the same not-for-profit group?” 

The point could be hotly debated. The Friends absorbed the Save 
Alberta Public Radio Society — formed to revive the station after it went 
off air — once the new board took over. The idea was that there always 
be a separate group, operating at arm’s length from CKUA, to serve as a 
sort of watchdog over public radio. So there may be some reluctance to 
dissolve the Friends group. 

“That argument will be made and it will be given serious considera- 
tion,” said Gibson. “We are an amalgamated group of Friends and SAPRS 

. and there are differing mind sets.”

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Growing opportunities for local actor

ow did an unknown Edmonton 
actor land the coveted role of 
the young Brad Pitt in the epic 
Legends of the Fall? Talent and 
looks, in that order.

Festival, he explains how the “old 
comedies” of the 30s intrigue him 
because of their stage-like quality 
and lines delivered with extreme 
dramatic flare.

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Family faults can be Fun

asking in such a flawless, 
sunny fall, Workshop West 
artistic director David 

Mann invites Edmonton the- 
atre-goers to extend the sea- 
son and spend one more weekend 
at the summer cabin. 

Under Mann's careful direction, 
Workshop West is presenting the 
premiére of Gordon J. Portman’s 
Summer People, a delightful, bit- 
tersweet comedy about an unusual 
family whose quiet Labour Day 
weekend at the lake explodes with 
unexpected revelations. It covers 
territory at once strange and famil- 
iar. 
“This play has such a universal 
appeal because of its portrayal of 
family relationships and the possi- 
bility of love and the renewal of 
life,” said Mann. “It’s a play that 
affirms it’s never too late to turn 
around old choices.” 

The major choice that turns 
around in Swmmer People is the 
dissolving of a decades-old (abet 
non-monogamist) marriage of the 
Jones (played by Kenneth Brown 
and Isobel Smith) and the reaction 
of their family — in particular 
their three adult children (played 
by Michael Wacholtz, Rhonda 
Nugent and Chris Fassbender). 

“It’s an exciting work that deals 
with younger characters dealing 
with feeling grown-up, and older 
characters dealing with the realiza- 
tion that what life they have is 
dwindling,” Mann continues. 
“Gordon certainly identifies the 
most with the three siblings in this 








play (young characters ranging in 
age from 20 to 30-plus years) and 
some of the inspiration certainly 
came from elements of his own 
life and family, but most if it is fic- 
tion. It’s also a young person’s 
look at older characters — affirm- 
ing that desires and emotions that 
you associate with the young still 
exist.” 

From a directorial perspective, 
Mann is thrilled that Portman set 
himself a challenge in writing this 
play. 

“As a director you like it when 
the playwrights challenge them- 
selves and explore big ideas, use 
larger theatrical concepts or lan- 
guage with intellectual depth and 
flourishes.” 

Mann explains that Portman set 
out to recreate the dynamics of 
family interaction and created 
scenes that often have two or 


three conversations happening 
at once, a production challenge 
and also a decision that “makes 
the play fly.” 

The cast of Summer People 
will also be a major draw, Mann 
believes. “These are incredibly 
experienced actors where even the 
younger performers bring a high 
level of skill and experience. 
These appealing performers will 
help draw the audiences into the 
play and make them feel as if they 
were a part of the family being 
depicted on stage. There’s certain- 
ly one character among the seven 
that you'll be able to identify 
with.” 

Mann is especially pleased that 
Summer People (a work that was 
initially developed and work- 
shopped through Workshop West’s 
script lab and Springboards New 
Play Festival) is opening the 
1998/99 season. “We call it our sea- 
son to celebrate life,” he said. “I 
don’t usually look for an overall 
theme when we pick work for our 
new season; our mandate is to do 
Canadian plays, but Gordon point- 
ed out that our three main stage 
plays all had that theme in com- 
mon.” 

Workshop West’s two other 
mainstage productions this season 
include: a three-actor, Canadian 
adaptation of Dickens’ A Christ- 
mas Carol (a co-production with 
Shadow Theatre) and the presen- 
tation of The Wines of Tuscany, a 
play being brought to Edmonton 
by Vancouver's Wild Excursions 
theatre.

he advance press for Grant 
Titctes Community 

College’s current production, 

Life, cautions that it is “not for 
the faint of heart” and is “not a 
family show.” To create a musical 
out of the daily life of pimps and 
prostitutes in New York’s Times 
Square is going to necessitate a 
good deal of coarse language, 
seamy sexual display and the 
blackest avarice. 

The opening song sequence puts 
it simply: “You've got to use what 
you've got.” The life is, after all, 
about “sex turning into dollars.” 
This is a world wherein brutality is 
a virtue, compassion a handicap, 
and your only reasonable expecta- 
tions at the end of your ‘career’ are 
scars, disease and a police record. 
You're considered old if you’ve 
worked the trade until your 30th 
birthday. The subject matter may 
be grim, but the play is not only 
about the dark side of the trade. 

I was allowed to preview The 
Life during rehearsal and noted 
the pace of the production, some- 
thing director Tim Ryan said drew 
him to the play. “There are no 
breaks. Everything flows quickly 
and smoothly,” he observed. 

Instead of the story being laid 

out between songs, the songs 
serve much more than is usual to 
tell the story. Jerkiness that often 
disrupts continuity is minimized. 
This should work to great advan- 
tage, as long as Ryan can coax his 
cast to deliver crisp, clear, unified 
singing. For Ryan, another attrac- 
tive feature of the piece is its bal- 
ance of singing, acting and danc- 
ing. Unlike many musicals, where 
spectacle supplants dance or story 
extinguishes melody, The Life is 
beautifully balanced. This allows 
all the students in the company 
more-or-less equal importance — 
and responsibility. 

The musical style composer Cy 
Coleman has adopted for the play 
should keep it moving crisply. The 
style of tedious, semimusical solil- 
oquies, duets and choral mon- 
strosities that disappear from the 
memory faster than one can say 
Andrew Lloyd Webber, will be 
conspicuously absent. Instead we 
can expect a more traditional, 
legitimate, Broadway-musical style 
— hummable melodies, part-writ- 
ing that’s coherent and achievable 
and conventions of form that 
define the genre. Or genres.

There's also the slightly bizarre 
Rack (12 Hanging Vessels). 
Mounted directly on to the wall 
are 12 butcher-style hooks 
Hanging from each is a clay vessel 
resembling a large, dried scrotum. 
(A gallery staff member suggested 
women visiting the exhibition are 
quick to see the similarity; men, 
apparently, are not.) Regardless of 
the artist’s intended message, it’s 
worth mentioning the scrotums of 
slaughtered bulls are routinely 
recycled as useful containers in 
many parts of the developing 
world. 

Then there is the installation 
called 12 Lavabos, As with Rack, 
the piece’s elements are fixed to 
the wall. 

In this case, they are 12 water- 
filled basins made of white clay 
Each is in the shape of an opened 
heart, twisting ventricles rising up 
where a faucet would be. 

Is the artist thinking of the uses 
for a body part? Or is she playing 
with the reverential way in which 
we think of our unseen organs? In 
her printed matter, Bradley refers 
to “the metaphorical clay vessel,” 
the “reiteration of forms,” and the 
relationship between clay and the 
Earth. The expressions seem 
incomplete. 

The inner workings of the body 
inspire both wonder and fear. 
Bradley's creations inspire neither. 
Instead, there is a dull sense of 
their utilitarian nature. And that, in 
itself, is disturbing. Bradley has 
taken the heart out of its protec- 
tive casing and put it to new uses. 
Not unlike the people who, as they 
slaughter a bull, take care to pre- 
serve a useful scrotum.

Venerable Project Gutenberg site faces legal issues

on the Internet — belongs to 
Project Gutenberg, an international 
effort to translate every public 
domain book into electronic for- 
mat. The idea is to make every 
book ever written available, on 
line, to everyone in the world. It’s a 
noble cause but one which, in spite 
of technological advances and 
because of legislative road blocks, 
could soon slow to a crawl. 

The problem is copyright legisla- 
tion. In the U.S. copyright of writ- 
ten work remains in place until 50 
years after an author dies. And two 
new laws are being considered to 
extend that time. One proposed 
law, a database protection bill, 
would actually remove some infor- 
mation from public domain 
(although in reality, it’s pretty 
much impossible to accomplish). 
The new legislation could prevent 
material from becoming public 
domain until after our as yet 
unborn children would die. It’s a 
bit much. 

It isn’t as though the project’s 
goal is to rip off established artists. 
Far from it. Project Gutenberg’s 
history is humble and honest 
enough. Back in 1971, the Univer- 
sity of Mlinois gave Michael. Heart 
$100 million worth of computer 
time, to do with as he pleased. 
Heart concluded the greatest value 
created by computers would not be 
computing per se, but the capacity 
to store, retrieve and search the 
enormous content of our libraries. 
He was right, in the sense those 
functions are the most widely 
used. 

The project takes a pragmatic 
approach to putting materials on 
line. The first materials distributed 
were basic texts: the Declaration 
of Independence, Bill of Rights, the 
Holy Bible and so on. As technolo- 
gy strengthened, the project’s 
ambitions grew, with “heavy litera- 
ture” like Moby Dick, Shakes- 
peare’s plays, folk tales and refer- 
ence materials being added to the 
collection. With the idea of making 
everything available to everyone, 
the project publishes these E-texts 
in Plain Vanilla ASCII text, which 
pretty much every computer can 
read. And the project distributes 
some works using zip compression 
because of its almost universal

n 1978, tenor Louis Botto got 


together with friends studying 

mediaeval and Renaissance 
music and decided the best way to 
make their favorite music come 
alive was to sing it. They rehearsed 
in Botto’s San Francisco apart- 
ment and learned enough music 
for their first concert, in a school 
gymnasium. Little did they know 
what would come of the endeavor. 

Over its 20-year history, the 12- 
member, all-male group, which 
took its name — Chanticleer — 
from the “clear-singing” rooster in 
Geoffrey Chaucer's Canterbury 


Tales, has become the only full- 
time classical vocal ensemble in 
the United States They have 
recorded 20 CDs and perform over 
100 concerts a year around the 
world.

“I haven’t been concentrating on 
Alberta because there’s not that 
many places to play,” Hubele 
admitted, adding his previous CD 
When the Sky Fails, wasn’t even 
promoted west of Montreal, 
thanks to what he called an inef- 
fective and disappointing indepen 
dent promotion deal. And the 
United States has been a focus; 
before Halfway io Everywhere 
was released in Canada early this 
year, it was already on its way to 
receiving radio play on about 50 
stations in the U.S.-based Ameri- 
cana radio format. Europe has also 
been a successful market for 
Hubele but with Halfway to 
Everywhere now being handled in

writing style to his inability 
to capture every single nuance of 
traditional songwriting, thanks to 
partial hearing loss suffered first 
as a child then during many years 
operating heavy equipment while 
helping maintain the sewers of 
Calgary. Instead of having musical 
heroes as a kid, he idolized come- 
dians and collected comic books. 

“The only time I can really enjoy 
(music) is when I go out live,” he 
said. “It’s just hard for me to pick 
stuff out of music; I’m missing a lot 
of it. So I don’t tend to follow 
trends and stuff because I don’t 
really hear them.” 

According to his mother, howev- 
er, that didn’t stop him from writ- 
ing songs from a very early age. 
Upon landing a one-record deal 
with Attic Records in 1988, he quit 
his day job and has concentrated 
on music ever since. Though it 
hasn't led to superstardom, it has 
allowed Hubele to make connec- 
tions in Nashville.
